When a child goes wron g we 
look for the cause. On ce foun d , 
we ex pect to rem ed y it an d so 
chan ge the behavior that 
was 
wron g in to w hat is better. We 
have psychologists an d guid an ce 
teachers an d specialists to help 
with this. 
My ex perien ce w ith man y chil­ 
d ren an d their paren ts has d is 
closed on e phase of this situa­ 
tion 
th a t 
is 
d isquietin g. 
The 
cause is d iscovered . The paren ts 
are told th at this an d th a t is 
the reason for their child ’s un ­ 
toward behavior. An d there the 
m atter rests. Or, which is just 
as in effective, the ex pert says, 
“I’d like to see this child on ce 
a week, or every ten d ays, for 
the n ex t three years.” 
Now th a t child has a set hab­ 
it of behavior th a t is d oin g him 
karm an d an n oyin g his teachers 
md his family. W hen he hears 
that he will be cured in three 
years he says to himself, “I can 
be like this for three years an d 
n obod y can say a word about it 
The d octor says so,” an d he pro 
ceed s to set his bad habits upon 
himself more firm ly than ever. 
When the cause of a child ’; 
misbehavior is traced to 
some 
psychological situation or con d i 
tion statin g the reason isn ’t go 
in g to chan ge thin gs. Talkin g to 
the child over a period of years 
is too len gthy a process because 
d urin g th a t time the child con ­ 
tin ues to grow an d his habits 
keep settin g. Somethin g m ust be 
d on e to chan ge the child ’s atti 
tud es an d con sequen tly his habits. 
Physical con d ition s that cause 
bad behavior are treated prom pt­ 
ly an d we get somewhere prom pt­ 
ly with the child , but these psy 
chological stresses are n ot treatr 
ed prom ptly as a usual 
thin g 
an d that mean s a m istaken id ea 
on the child ’s sid e an d prolon ged 
worry on the paren t’s sid e while 
the 
school 
stan d s 
by 
helpless. 
“The d octor said so.” 
Don ’t stan d by helpless. 
This 
child who is run n in g away be­ 
cause his 
father d ied an d his 
mother m arried again ; this on e 
who is the youn gest child an d 
feels 
in ferior 
to 
the 
others; 
this on e is the old est an d feels 
himself bein g set asid e for the 
youn gest; this on e who is slow 
an d feels ill-used because his com­ 
pan ion s are quicker, on through 
the list we so frequn etly scan 
these d ays— all n eed prompt, ef­ 
fective, positive treatm en t tod ay. 
If all the child ren who 
lost 
their fathers, or mothers, all the 
old est an d the youn gest of the 
family, all the too slow on es, all 
the ill-favored on es in life, be­ 
gan wreckin g their 
lives 
an d 
makin g other folks’ lives m iser­ 
able what a world this would be. 
The W ar would be n othin g com­ 
pared with it. The truth is that 
child ren can an d d o ad just them ­ 
selves to their lives, an d when 
they d on ’t they have to be help­ 
ed to d o so an d th at right sharp­ 
ly. 
The physician should see them 
an d set an y physical 
d ifficulty 
right.

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BETTER I SE METROPOLITAN 
WATER 
With the cost accounting system practiced 
by gov ernment bodies, it is v ery difficult to defi­ 
nitely arriv e at the additional cost of water con­ 
sumers if all metropolitan w ater were used, in­ 
stead of pumped well water. The Register on 
August 11, through some misunderstanding of 
figures handed out by the City W ater Depart­ 
ment said that the additional cost would be 
$380,000 per year to use all metropolitan water, 
instead of well water. This was a most serious 
error. 
Now it is found that when the City W ater 
Superintendent, Hugh Neighbour, said the cost of 
pumping 100 cubic feet of w ater is $ .0184 he 
used the method the city uses in figuring costs. 
But this cost for pumping 100 cubic feet of 
water did not include depreciation, interest on 
capital inv estment or depletion. So the 
cost 
per unit of putting well water into the mains 
would be more than $ .0184 per unit by the 
amount of depreciation, interest and depletion. 
II is not difficult to figure the depreciation and

THE RIGHT TO EXPRESS AN OPINION 
Inv ariably those people who adv ocate more 
and more gov ernment or authority under re­ 
v ealed religion, when they are discussing a ques­ 
tion 
and cannot explain 
how their theories

hav e as good a right to express my opinion as ; 
you hav e.” 
They would leav e

that all should be equal before God and a just 
gov ernment.

The purpose of 
permitting people to express their almost un­ 
limited opinions, no m atter how absurd, contra­ 
dictory or harmful they would be if put into 
practice, is that these people may hav e an op­ 
portunity to learn by hav ing their contradictions 
pointed out to them. It also prev ents any one 
from hav ing too much dangerous authority. 
And if man cannot answer questions about 
how' his short cuts to improv ing the lot of the 
workers w'ill make it possible for each and ev ery 
man to get more for a giv en amount of work, 
then this man, if he continues to express these 


the interest charge. The total plant inv estment 
is recorded as $127,000. Figuring 5 per cent de­ 
preciation and 5 per cent interest, w'ould make 
this 
charge 
amount 
to, 
in 
round 
numbers, 
$12,500 a year. 
The depletion charge, howev er, is a difficult 
thing to arriv e at. Depletion means the exhaus­ 
tio n of the water supply. As the water supply 
is exhausted, the cost of pumping goes up for 
the ciiy and also the ranchers around the city. 
This depletion charge might be v ery serious. 
If the city uses metropolitan water, the water 
lev els W'ill undoubtedly increase and not only 
preserv e the supply of water for agriculture 
but wall reduce its cost of pumping as the lev el 
rises. 
If, without taking into consideration the in­ 
estimable 
depletion 
charge 
but 
the 
$12,500 
depreciation and interest charge, is added to 
the cast of pumping, w'e will find that thi« i in­ 
creases the cost, in round numbers by 28 per 
cent. This means that the actual cost of pump­ 
ing, without depletion charge, instead of being 
$ .0184, as reported by the w ater department 
would be $ 0.235 for each 100 cubic feet. The 
increased cost of buying the water, instead of 
pumpiqg it, if there were nothing sav ed at all in 
pow'er bills or labor, would be in round numbers 
1 cent per cubic hundred feet. Multiplying this lc 
per hundred cubic feet by the number of units 
of hundred cubic feet, namely, 2,472,000, would 
bring the additional cost up to $24,720 a year. 
From this must be deducted whatev er sav ­ 
ings can be made in reduction of power and 
reducing labor. From this also must be deducted 
whatev er increased v alue might accrue to city 
property due to the raising of water lev els in 
the county and thus making the county more 
prosperous. * 
Of course, this does not include the cost 
* esulting from the bonded indebtedness arising 
from building the metropolitan water system. 
This, howev er, is an obligation the city has, 
whether or not it uses the water. The use of 
the water does not increase or decrease this. 
The Metropolitan W ater District has 
said 
that if all cities used metropolitan W'ater 
100 
per cent, it w’ould reduce the price of $15 an 
acre foot as the reduced cost, due to v olume, 
made it possible. 
It would seem that the Metropolitan W ater 
District should agree that any city that used 
100 per cent metropolitan water, should receiv e 
the benefit of reduced cost as they would re­ 
ceiv e if all cities used it. If this could be done, 
it wo did also reduce the additional cost, if any, 
for the use of metropolitan water. 
Ev eryone knows that soft water is 
much 
more desirable than hard water. Tests made 
>how that the hardness of city well water is 
33.11 grains per gallon, while metropolitan w'ater 
had a hardness of only 5 grains per gallon. The 
cost of indiv idual w ater softeners w'ould run 
from 50 cents to $2 or $3 a month per home. 
Of course, many homes do not hav e indiv idual 
softeners. Metropolitan 
water would eliminate 
this expense to all who hav e indiv idual softeners 
and would giv e those who do not hav e softeners 
the benefit of soft water. Machinery and equip­ 
ment always lasts longer with soft water than 
with hard water. It is also less expensiv e to 
keep in operation. 
In order to hav e complete metropolitan water, 
it would be necessary to construct a 
20 inch

LINDBERGH, WILLKIE, AND THE J EWS 
(Chicag o Tribune) 
Col. Lindbergh and Mr. WilJkie hav e within 
ihe last week brought into the public forum the 
relation o f the American Jews to the driv e to 
push this nation into war. 
Thia is a question that The Tribune, in com­ 
mon with almost all other newspapers, would 
» ^ reluctan t to discuss, in normal times. 
But 
hit not normal times and w hat follows 
h« !!« Prii?ted in. tbe belief that it is better 
« « dJe the subject in public discussion than 


other employes, because they were the people 
best qualified for the jobs they hold. 
The only 
v irtue we claim in the m atter is the common 
sense that refuses to let prejudice deny us 
a 
group of capable coworkers. 
Col. Lindbergh said that the Jews of America, 
as a group, are working for war, altho he con­ 
ceded that a few far sighted Jews see the folly 
of this course and oppose it. He might hav e 
added that other racial groups whose birthplaces 
hav e been ov errun by Hitler are also working 
for war. But neither these other groups nor 
the Jews are unanimous in this. It may be 
recalled that while the only ward in Chicago 
that v oted for war in The Tribune’s poll was 
predominantly 
Jewish 
community, 
that 
ward 
gav e only the barest majority for war. 
Jews, as Col. Lindbergh said, hav e ev ery rea­ 
son to hate and fear H itler because of what he 
has done to the Jews in Europe. But the case 
does not stop there. Other Americans no more 
wish to be treated as H itler has treated the Ger­ 
mans than American Jews wish to be treated 
as he has treated the Jews. The case for Ameri­ 
can participation in the war does not rest on 
detestation of Hitler. If it did, our nav y, with the 
consent of the whole nation, would hav e started 
across the Atlantic the day Poland was inv aded. 
Opposition to w ar does not rest either on any 
liking for Hitler or the slightest trust in his 
intentions regarding this country. It rests, first, 
on the sound military ev idence that whatev er 
his intentions, he is powerless to execute them 
against an adequately prepared America; 
and 
second, on the fact that our participation in the 
war will bring on this nation bankruptcy and a 
centralized, despotic gov ernment different in no 
essential detail from H itler’s despotism. 
It is only among w ar mongers that there 
is any talk of pro-Hitlerism. That has had little 
effect on most Americans, but it may hav e had 
effect on some Jewish people who, to av oid the 
unjust stigma of fav oring the bitterest enemy 
of their race, hav e adopted a course designed in 
the long run to subject them to the v ery perse­ 
cution they fear. Hard times and despotic gov ­ 
ernment, the inev itable results of our participa­ 
tion in the war, are the necessary forerunners 
of persecution. 
Other Americans hav e Dut one demand that 
they may rightfully make of American Jews 
and that is the same demand that they rightfully 
make of Americans of British, Polish, Italian, 
Irish, or any other descent. It is that they think 
and act as Americans. This does not mean that 
they should abandon religion, or customs, 
or 
sentimental ties. It does mean that in political 
matters, and particularly in m atters touching 
our foreign relations, they 
should be wholly 
American and not members of any racial group. 
We hav e 
mentioned 
Mr. 
Willkie. He at­ 
tempted, without success, to foist 
a common 
heresy on the senate—namely, that to criticize 
a Jew for anything is to be guilty of anti­ 
semitism.
